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The following abstracts were made from the original documents in Hardin County box C-36- 
A-7-B which can be found at the Kentucky Department of Libraries and Archives in Frankfort. | 
have abstracted each document in the box. Undoubtedly, however, some of the accompanying 
documents may have been lost over the past 200 years. Those that still exist are fragile-- often torn, 
always flaking, completely filthy, and totally fascinating. 

These documents were written at the Courts of Quarter Sessions which were established by 
law in June 1792 and abolished by law in December 1802. At times the cases were heard in the 
“courthouse” and at times at the home of a justice such as Isaac Hynes. They are the very earliest 
heard in Hardin County and therefore significant in identifying the first settlers and in defining their 
relationships with each other. They can also be viewed as evidence of the culture of the time in their 
wording and in the things they considered to be improper behavior. These documents also reveal the 
dialect used by these early settlers as well, as the often phonetic transcription reveals the 
pronunciation of the words. 

There were often four or more documents per case, including summons, which is the reason 
there are multiple entries for the same date in this volume. The date given is the date on the document 
itself. In a few cases, no date was present, but I was generally able to figure out the year in which it 
was signed from other documents relating to the same case. 

It must be recognized that the spelling in these documents is inventive to say the least. 
Names of a single person may be spelled up to three different ways in the same document. At times 
even initial letters were left out of the name, thereby substituting Utslar for Hutsler. Therefore, I 
would encourage you to go through this book in its entirety, checking for phonetic spellings which 
might refer to your ancestor. 

I would also encourage you to read all of the case entries and all of the copies of the original 
documents which appear in this book in order to get the flavor of the life led by our ancestors at the 
time these documents were written. The Presentments especially give the reader insight into what 
was considered inappropriate behavior in the late 1700’s in Hardin County and the obvious 
encouragement that squealing on each other was given at that time. Genealogy, after all, is not just 
about finding facts about your specific ancestor, but about understanding the times and culture in 
which he lived.

Utslar, Isaac Hager, and Thomas Bren were 
summoned to testify in the Denton case. 


Utslar (Hutsler?), Mary: 
: 30 July 1796 

Jacob Vertrees, Mary Hutsler, Mary Easter, 
Catherine Easter, and Jane Strader gave testimony on 
behalf of Anney Coopright vs. Nancy Strader and 
William Smith for a breach of peace. 


Van Meter (Van Matre), Jacob: 
: 24 September 1793 

Jacob Vanmeter Senr. was accused of 
“retailing spirituous liquor by the small within six 
months last past,” as reported by Isaac Hynes. See 
document in this volume.

Jacob Van Matre was summoned to court the 
4" Tuesday in February to testify on behalf of the 
Commonwealth vs. Isaac Hynes.

Isaac Hynes was charged with swearing 
twice on the 13" by Jacob Van Meter.

John Crow was accused of profane swearing 
between the first day of June and the 10" at Jacob 
Vanmeter’s, as reported by Jacob Vanmeter Sr. See 
document in this volume.

Jacob Van Meter was summoned to testify in 
an unspecified case, possibly the one concerning 
Isaac Hynes. See Isaac Hynes document. 
° 26 April 1796 

Solomon Fossett was charged with taking up 
a stray horse from Jacob Van Metre’s plantation in 
November 1792 
- 28 June 1796 

David May was charged with profane 
swearing at Jacob Van Meters on the 9" of June. He 
swore “three different oaths on the same day,” as 
reported by Jacob Van Meter who was living in the 
Severn Valley on Billey Creek.

Jacob Van Meter is identified as the county 
coroner in the case of the Commonwealth vs. Samuel 
Rice.

Daniel Linder and Samuel Haycraft were 
summoned to appear in court on the 4" Tuesday in 
June on behalf of the Commonwealth vs. Ruth Van 
Matre.

Jacob Van Matre was charged with being 
drunk, as reported by Isaac Vertrees, Christy Miller, 
and Thomas McIntire.

Joseph Vanmatre was charged with being 
drunk, as reported by Isaac Vertrees and Stephen 
Rawlings. See document in this volume. 
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Vertrees, Jacob: 

23 June 1795 

Jacob Vertrees was accused of profane 
swearing “at his own house between the 20" and the 
last of May,” as reported by Thomas Gillilan. See 
document in this volume. 

30 July 1796 

Jacob Vertrees, Mary Hutsler, Mary Easter, 
Catherine Easter, and Jane Strader gave testimony on 
behalf of Anney Coopright vs. Nancy Strader and 
William Smith for a breach of peace. 

2 August 1796: 

John Holman, Martin Rogle, and Francis 
Strader (Strider) each owed ten pounds to the 
government which would be levied on their goods 
and chattels. They were charged with threatening 
John Glen and Jacob Vertrees. 

2 August 1796 

Jacob Vertrees stated that John Glen had 
threatened him in the Nolinn settlements and that he 
wanted him arrested. 

2 August 1796 

Solomon Fosset, Joseph Money, Martin 
Ruff, Martha Rager, Francis Strader, and John and 
Elizabeth Holeman were summoned as witnesses. 

2 August 1796 

John Glan was bound for forty pounds and 
Adam Easter and William Glan were bound for ten 
pounds in the suit of Jacob Virtras. John’s signature 
is spelled Glen and William’s, Glenn. 

24 August 1799 

Beck testified that on the 22 August 1799 he 
heard a gun go off. He got out of bed and went to 
Samuel Rice’s house and asked someone to help him 
search for the cause of the gunshot. He had to go 
alone and found a man over the creek that was hurt. 
He returned to Samuel Rice’s for help. Rice said 
nothing but then told John Rice to go with Beck. 
Then C. Helms, J. Rice, J. Vertrees, and John Beck 
found Flood who asked for help. He heard Samuel 
Rice say it was he who had shot the gun. 

31 August 1799 

Summoned to appear with Solem Brannon 
and Charles Helm to appear at the court to testify on 
behalf of the Commonwealth vs. Samuel Rice who’d 
been committed to jail on suspicion of committing a 
felony. Five pound penalty is they do not appear. 


Walters, Conrad:

Conrad Walters accused John Holeman of 
stealing a horse out of his enclosure. The horse was 
found in Holeman’s possession. See trial document 
in this volume.

Daniel Linder and John Holman were jailed 
on the oath of Conrad Walters on the suspicion of 
committing a felony. They were summoned to 
testify.

Aaron Rolling and John Grocher were 
bound with Daniel Linder in order to require their 
presence at the Linder-Holman vs. Walters trial. 
. 23 June 1795. Daniel Linder was found 
guilty of stealing the horse. See document in this 
volume. 


Walters, John: 
° 22 December 1795 
John Holman, Christopher Bush, and 


William Miller were bound for 50 pounds, 25 
pounds, and 25 pounds to ensure that Holman 
appeared at the courthouse on the fourth Tuesday in 
February to answer charges made by John Walters 
that Holman had taken and tried to trade away a horse 
taken up by said Conrad Beck. The names appear to 
be mixed up in this document. See the entry for 
Conrad Walters above.

Jonathan Atherington was summoned to the 
house of Isaac Hynes to answer Nicholas Welch ona 
plea of trespass in a suit in which the damages are 100 
pounds. 


Whale, George: 
23 June 1795 

George Whale and Mary Husted were 
accused of “living in the sin of adultry at Hardins 
Settlement from the 12" day of December to this 
time,” as reported by Philip Tabor and his son 
Amasa. See document in this volume.

Mary Husted was summoned because she 
and George Whale were charged with adultery. 
° 25,June.1795 

George Whale was summoned “to answer 
for living in adultery with Mary Husted.” 
° 25 June 1795 

George Whale was charged with “mali- 
ciously possessing Mary, wife of Gilbert Husted.”

Wiley, Abraham 
. 23 August 1799 

Abraham Wiley testified that he found 
Timothy Flood who said he’d been shot in the thigh 
and asked if he would die. Flood told Wiley that he’d 
been beating dogs off a hog and had been shot. He 
had called out to Samuel Rice to tell him that he had 
shot Flood but Rice did not answer. He said he did not 
see Rice shoot him but that afterwards Rice had 
seemed full of malice. See document in this volume.

Abraham Wiley, David Enlow, Abigail 
Enlow, John Beck, and Richard Avit were 
summoned as witnesses at the September court in the 
trial of Samuel Rice.

Robert and Mrs. Mosley, Daniel Jones, 
Elisha Wilson, Mary and Rachel Barnet were sum- 
moned to testify in the suit between Abigail and Jo- 
seph Barnet. | 


Wilson, John: 
° 12 October 1796 

Isaac Larue was issued two fines; John 
Wilson, two fines; Joseph Kirkpatrick, one fine; 
Nancy Asher, one fine; Edward (?) Brownfield, three 
fines. They were ordered to appear to answer the 
complaint of John A. Tharp, overseer of the “rodes.” 


Winchester, Richard: 
: June 1794 
Samuel Bush and Solomon Goshanger were 


charged with breach of peace in May last for fighting, 
as reported by Theophilus Barton and Richard 
Winchester. 
° 27 June 1795 

Richard Winchester and Theophilus Barton 
were summoned to testify in the suit of Samuel Bush 
and Solomon Goshanger. 
: 3 October 1796 

Richard Winchester was summoned in a suit 
against Jacob Nourse. 100 pound penalty if he did not 
appear. 


Witherington, William: 
° 21 February 1796 

William Witherington, Abraham Harman, 
George Harman, Joseph Amold, Thomas Crow, 
Willis Adam, and Elizabeth Crow were called as 
witnesses at the March court to testify against Jacob 
the slave, a “negro man owned by John Crow lately 
deceased.” There was 100 pounds penalty if they 
failed to appear. See entry for John Crow.

owing yet the said Geo wilfully, maliciously 
ustfully kept and detained her from the Husted her 
said Husband, and so the Jurors aforesaid upon the 
paths aforesaid do say that the said George the wife 
pf the said Gilbert on the day & year aforesaid in thd 
ounty aforesaid in manner & form aforesai 
illfully maliciously & lustfully did keep and detair 
ary the wife of the said Gilbert against the rights of 
he said Gilbert & against the Peace & dignity of thd 
ommonwealth.
